trine," advocated as a constitutional right, bv 
some of our distinguished fellow-citizens: and 
to the proceedings of the Virginia Legislature 
in '93. '99. as appealed to "in behalf of that 
doctrine: and you express a wish for my i- 
deas on thus?'1 subjects. 


1 am aware of the delicacy of the task in

fien. BEH.VAKD, who, at the request of 


the French residents, marched at their 
head.bore the venerable standard which 
was presented forty years as^o from the 
French National Convention, by the 
hands of the Minister Fouchet, to the A- 
merican Government, on the reception 
of which i^-esident WASHINGTON made 
his celebrated speech complimentary 
of the French people.

has been carefully kept in the War Of- 
fice; and is in good preservdtion,though 
somewhat faded. 


The other incident was, hearing at

like request from other friendly quarters, 1 
do not decline a sketch of the views which 
1 have been led to take of the doctrine in ques- 
tion, as well as some others connected with 
them; and of the grounds from which it 
appears, that the proceedings of Virginia 
have been misconceived by those who have 
appealed to them. In order to understand 
the_ true character of the constitution of the 
Umted_ States, the error, not uncommon, must 
be avoided, of viewing it through the medi- 
um, either of a consolidated government, or 
of a confederated government whilst it is nei- 
ther the one nor the other; but a mixture of 
both. And having, in no model, the simili- 
tudes and analogies applicable to other sys- 
tems of government, it must, more than any 
other, be its own interpreter according to its 
text and the facts of the case. 


From these it will be seen that the charac- 


teristic peculiarities of the constitution are, 
1. the mode of its formation ; 2, the division of 
the supreme powers of government between 
the states in their united capacity, and the 
states in their individual capacities. 


_!. ft was formed, not by the governments 


of the component states, as the federal govern- 
ment for which it was substituted was formed. 
Nor was it formed by a majority of the people 
of the United States, as a single communitv 
inthe munner of a consolidated government" 


It was formed by the states, that is by the 


people in each of the states, acting in their 
highest sovereign capacity ; and formed con- 
sequently by the same authority which formed 
the state constitutions. 


Being thus derhed from the same source 


as the constitutions of the states; it has with- 
in each state, the same authority as the consti- 
tution of the state: and is as much a constitu- 
tion, in the strict sense of the term, within its 
prescribed sphere, as the constitutions of the 
states are. within their respective spheres: but 
with this obvious and essential difference, 
that being a compact among the states in their 
highest sovereign capacity, and constituting 
the people thereof one people for certain 


When Crilo, as is related by Plato, 


old Socrates, that "the people were 
rspable of doing infinite mischief," So- 
:rates replied, "he wished il were so. 
or if the people were capable of infi- 
iiteevil5 they would also be capable of 
nfiniie good." 


In thinking of the former and of the 


ale French Revolution, we have been 
•onstrained lo think of this saying also. 
tVe have seen how much evil the peo- 
)3e were capable of doing after they 
lad been corrupted by centuries of. 
nal-governnient, a.nd when infuriated' 
iemagogues took ihe direction of their 
incrgies. 
Shall we nol now see how 


nuch good they are capable of, when 
hey have f o r a period enjoyed adeirree 
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poses, it cannot be altered or annulled at the 
will of the states individually, as the constitu- 
tion of a state may be at it? individual will. 


2. And that if divides the supreme powers 


of government, between the government of 
the United States, and the governments of the 
individual states, is stamped on the face of the 
instrument; the powers of war and of taxa- 
tion, of commerce and of treaties, and other 
enumerated powers vested in the government 
of the United States, being of as high arid sov- 
ereign a character, as any of the powers re- 
served to the state governments. 


Xor is the government of the U. States, 


created by the constitution, less a govern- 
ment in the strict sense of the term, within 
the splieie of its powers, than the govern- 
ments created by the constitutions"of the 
state? are. within their several spheres. It is 
like them organized into legislative, execu- 
tive and judiciary departments. 
It operates 


like them, directly on persons and things.— 
And like them, it ha? at command a physical 
force for executing the powers committed to 
il. The concurrent operation in certain ca- 
ses, is one of the features marking the peculi- 
arily of the feyslem. 


Between these different constitutional gov- 


ernments, the.one operating in all the states, 
the others operating separately in each, with 
the aggregate powers of government divided 
between them, it could not escape attention, 
that controversies would arise concerning 
thr boundaries of jurisdiction, and that some 
provision ought to be made for such occurren- 
ces. A political system that does not pro- 
vide for a peaceable and authoritative termi- 
nation of occurring controversies, would not 
be more than the shadow of a government, the

To have trusted to negotiation for adjust- 


ing disputes between the government of the 
United States and the state governments, as 
between independent and separate sovereign- 
ties, would have lost sight altogether of a con- 
stitution and a government for"the union, and 
opened a direct road from a failure of that re- 
sort, to the ultima ratio between nations whol- 
ly independent of and alien to each other.— 
-If the idea had its origin in the process of ad- 
jiiotinent. between separate branches of the 
same government, the analogy entirely fails. 
Jn the case of disputes between independent 
parts of the same government, neither party 
being able to consummate its will,nor the gov- 
ernment to proceed without a concurrence of 
the parts, necessity brings about an accom- 
modation, in disputes between a state gov- 
ernment, and the government of the United 
States, the case is practically as well as theo- 
retically different; each party possessing all 
the departments of an organized government, 
legislative, executive and judiciary, and hav- 
ing each a physical force to support its pre- 
tentious. 
Although the i^sue of negotiation 


might sometimes avoid this extremity, how 
often would it happen among so manv"states, 
that an unaccommodating spirit in some 
would render that resource unavailing. 
A 


contrary supposition would not accord with a 
knowledge of human nature, or the evidence 
of our political history. 


The constitution, not relying on any of the 


preceding modifications, for its safe and suc- 
cessful operation, has expressly declared, on 
the one hand, 1, "Thai the constitution, and 
the laws made in pursuance thereof, and ail 
treaties made under the authority of the li- 
nked States, shall be the supreme law of the 
land: 2. that the judges of every state shall 
be bound thereby, any thing in the constit'n 
and laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standing; 3, that the judicial power of the U. 
States shall extend to all cases in law and e- 
quity arising under the constitution, the laws 
of the U. States, and treaties made under their 
authority," &c. 


_ On the other hand, as a security of the 
rights and powers of the states, in their indi- 
vidual capacities, against an undue prepon- 
derance of the powers granted to the govern- 
ment over them m their united capacity, the 
constitution has relied on, 1, the responsibil- 
ity of the senators and representatives in the 
legislature of the U. States to the legislatures 
and the people of the states: 2, the"responsi- 
biiity of the President to the people of the U. 
States: and 3. the liability of the executive 
and judicial functionaries of the U. States to 
impeachment by the representatives of the 
people of the states in one branch of the le- 
gislature of the U. States, and trial bv the re- 
presentatives of the stales, in the other 
branch: the state functionaries, legislative, 
executive and judicial, being at the frame 
time, in their appointment anofresponsibility, 
altogether independent of the agency or au- 
thority of the U. States. 


^How_fa,r tin's structure of the government 


of the Q. Stales is adequate and'safe for its 
objects, lime alone can absolutely determine. 
Experience scorns to have shewn, that what- 
ever may grow out uf future slages of our na- 
tional career, there is, as yet a sufficient con- 
trol in the popular will, over the executive 
and legislative department-; of the govern- 
ment. When the alien and sedition law.s 
were passed in contravention to the opinions 
& feelings of the community,the first elections 
that ensued put an end to them. 
And what e- 


ver may have been the characler of the other 
acts, in the judgment of many of us. it is but 


there have been occasional decisions from the 


true, that they have generally accorded with 
the views of a majority of the stales and the 
people. 
At the present day it seems well un- 


derstood, that the laws which have created 
mo-n diss-itiVj-iction. have had a like sanction 
without doors; and iiial whether continued, 
varied or repealed, a like proof will be given 


bench, which have incurred serious and ex 
tensive disapprobation. 
Still it. would seen 


that, with but few exceptions, the course o 
the judiciary has been hitherto sustained In 
the predominant sense of the nation. 


Those who have denied or doubted the su 


premacy of the judicial power of the U. States 
and denounce at (lie same time a nullifyin<. 
power in a state, seem not to have sufficient- 
ly adverted to the utter inefficiency of a su- 
premacy in a law of the land, without supre- 
macy in the exposition and execution of the 
law: nor the destruction of all equipoise be- 
tween the federal government and the state 
governments, if, wliilsl the functionaries o! 
the federal government are directly or indi- 
rectly elected by.and responsible to the states, 
and the functionaries of the states are in their 
appointment and responsibility wholly inde- 
pendent of the U. States, no*constitutional 
control of any sort belonged to the U. Slates. 
Under such an organization, it is evident that 
it would be in the power of the slates, individ- 
ually, to pass unauthorised laws, and to carry 
them into complete effect, any thing in the 
constitution and laws of the U. States to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
This would be a 


nullifying power in its plenary character; 
and whether it. had its final effect, through 
the legislative, executive, or judiciary organ 
of the state, would be equally fatal to the con- 
stituted relation between the two govern- 
ments. 


Should the provisions of the constitution as 


here reviewed be found not to secure the gov- 
ernment and rights of the states against u- 
surpation and abuses on the part of the Q. 
Slates, the final resort within the purview of 
the constitution lies m an amendment of the 
constitution ; according to a process applica- 
ble by the states. 


And in the event of the failure of every 


constitutional resort, and an accumulation of 
usurpations and abuses, rendering passive o- 
bedicnce and non-resistance a greater evil 
than resistance and revolution, there can re- 
main but one resort, the last of all—an ap- 
peal from the cancelled obligations of the 
compact, to original rights and the law of 
seli-pre&ervation. This is the itltima ratio 
under all government*, whether consolidated, 
confederated, or a compound of both; and it 
cannot be doubted that a single member of 
the union, in the extremity supposed, but in 
that only, would have a right, as an extra and 
iltra-constitutional right, to make the appeal. 


This brings us to the expedient lately ad- 


vanced, which claims for a single stole a right 
to appeal against an exercise of power by the 
U. Suites, decided by the state to be uncon- 
stitutional, to the parties to the constitutional 
compact; the decision of the state to have the 
effect of nullifying the act of the government 
of the U. States, unless the decision of the 
state be reversed by three-fourths of the par- 
ties. 


The distinguished names and high author- 


ities which appear to have asserted and given 
a practical scope to thisdoctrinc, entitle it to a 
respect which it might be difficult otherwise 
to feel for it. 


If the doctrine were to be understood as re- 


quiring- the three-fourths of the states to sus- 
tain, instead of that proportion to reverse the 
decision of the appealing state, the decision 
to be without effect during the appeal,it would 
be sufficient to remark that this extra-consti- 
tutional course might well give way to that 
marked out by the constitution, which autho- 
rizes two-thirds of the suites to institute, and 
three-fourths to effectuate, an amendment of 
the constitution, establishing a permanent 
rule of the highest, authority, in place- of an 
•

1 eonstitution, because that propor- 


tion is authorized to amend it, would the plea, 
be less plausible, that, as the constitution was 
unanimously established, it ought lo be unan- 
imously expounded .' 


The reply lo all such suggestions seems to 


be unavoidable and irresistible, that the con- 
stitution is a compact, thai its text, is to be ex- 
pounded according to the provisions for ex- 
pounding it — making a part of the compact; 
and that none of the parlies can rightfully re- 
nounce the expounding provision more than 
any other part. 
When such a right accrues, 


as may accrue, it must grow out of abuses of 
the compact releasing the sufferers from their 
fealty to it. 


In favor of the nullifying claim for the 


stales, individually, il appears, as you observe, 
lhat the proceedings of the legislature of Vir- 
ginia, in '98, and in '90, against the alien and 
sedition acls, arc much dwelt upon. 


It may oHeu happen, as experience proves, 


that erroneous constructions not anticipated, 
may not be sufficiently guarded against, in 
the language used; and it is due to the dis- 
tinguished Individuals. who have misconceiv- 
ed the intention of those proceedings, to sup- 
pose that the meaning of the legislature, 
though well comprehended at the time, may 
not now be obvious to those unacquainted 
with the contemporary indications mid im- 
pressions. 


But it is believed, that by keeping in view 


the distinction between the governments of 
the stales and the slates, in the sense in which 
they were parties to the constitution ; be- 
tween the rights of the parties in their con- 
current and in their individual capacities ; be- 
tween the several modes and objects of inter- 
position against the abuses of power, and es- 
pecially between interpositions within (he 
purview of the constitution, and interpositions 
ippealing from the constitution to the rights 
of nature, paramount lo all constitutions; with 
in attention, always of explanatory use. to 
the views and arguments which werccomba- 
;ed, the resolutions of Virginia, as vindicated 
in the report on them, will be found entitled 


an exposition, shewing a consistency in 


their parts, and an inconsistency of the whole 
with the doctrine under consideration. 


That the legislature could not have inlcn- 


led to sanction such a doctrine, is to be infer- 
red from the debates in the house of dele- 
gates, and from the address of the two houses 
to their constituents, on the subject of the res- 
olutions. 
The tenor of the debates, which 


were ably conducted, and are understood to 
lave been revised lor the press l>y most, if not 
all of the speakers, discloses no reference 
whatever to a constitutional right of an indi- 
vidual state, to arrest by force the operation 
jf a law of the U. .States. 
Concert among 


the states for redress against the alien and se- 
dition laws, as acls of usurped power, was a 
leading sentiment ; and the attainment of a 
concert, the immediate object of the course 
adopted by the legislature, which was that of 
inviting the other states "to concur in declar- 
ing the acts lo be unconstitutional, and to c,o~ 
operatuby the necessary and proper measures 
in maintaining unimpaired the authorities, 
rights and liberties res'erved to the states res- 
pectively and to the people."* That by the 
necessary and proper measures to be concur- 
rently and co-opcratiiifily taken, were meant 
measures known lo the constitution, particu- 
larly the ordinary control of the people and 
legislatures of the states, over the government 
of the Q. States, cannot be doubted : and the 
interposition of this cuntrol,as the event show- 
ed, was equal lo the occasion. 


It is woriliy of remark, and explanatory of 


the intentions of the legislature, that the 
words '-not law. but utterly null, void and of 
no force or effect," which had followed, irtone 
of the resolutions,! he word "unconstitutional" 
were struck out by common consent. Though 
the words were in fact but synonymous with 
"unconstitutional," yet to guard against a mis- 
understanding of this, phra.se as more Ihan de- 
claraloryofopiuion,the word "unconstitution- 
al" alone was retained, as not liable to that 
danger. 


The published address of the legislature to 


the people, their constituents, afibrds anoth- 
er conclusive evidence of its views. The ad- 
dress warns them against the encroaching 
spirit of the general government, argues the 
unconstitutional ity of the alien and sedition 
acts, points to o! her instances in which the 
constiuuiona! limits had been overleaped;

Cession of part of Virs in ia to Maryland. — 


A meeting was to be held at Wheeling Va. 
on the 1st inst. to take into consideration the 
propriety of ceding several of the Western 
Counties of Virginia to the State of Mary- 
land. The territory proposed to be ceded, 
consists of Preston, Monongalin, Tyler, Ohio. 
Brooke, and parts of Harrison and Wood 
counties, embracing a population of 60 or 
70,000.

and that Christians of all denominations, and 
especially members of Sabbath Unions, mav 
exhibit in their lives, employments, and con~- 
versatioiis. a holy reverence of the Sabbath, 
that the judgment of an offended God may be 
a\ erted from ihe churches, and from the na- 
tion.

EUROPE. 


The packet ship Corinthian, from 


London, arrived at New.York, on the 
1st iust. bringing English papers to the 
1st of October. 


It will be seen that the storm of War 


is gathering with fearful blackness in 
Europe. Great events are almost hour- 
lv transpiring. 
Revolution succeeds 


revolution more rapidly than we can 
publish the 
accounts. 
It seems as 


though the whole frame of society, law, 
government, every thing, was speedily 
to be resolved into its original elements. 


All is chaos and terror. 
It had been expected, that order 


would have been restored in the Neth- 
erlands, by concessions of the King; but 
it appears, that the Dutch troops, under 
the command of the Prince of Orange, 
made an attack upon Brussels, on the 
22cl Sept. and after six days fighting, 
were defeated, and driven from the city. 
It is stated, that about 2,500 of the citi- 
zens were killed and wounded ; the loss 
of the King's troops not known, but 
said to be immense. 
Numbers of wag- 


gons were, pressed from all the country, 
to bring out the dead, who were^thrown 
together into large holes hastily dug 
for the purpose. 
A number of bouses, 


it is said, were little better than riddles, 
and heaps of bodies were lying piled tip 
in the King's Park, for want of time to 
consign them to the grave. 
One oi the 


King's aids-de-camp was killed, and the 
Prince of Orange wounded. The most 
brutal excesses were committed by the 
Dutch troops when in the city, especial- 
ly in an English, female boarding- 
school, where there were many young 
persons of the first English families — 
Energetic complaints have been sent on 
to London. 
The scene in Brussels is 


said to have been of ihe most afflicting 
character. 
The houses shattered, win- 


dows broken, apartments strewed with 
bullets, houses on fire, females and chil- 
dren 
in despair 
abandoning 
their 


homes, and seeking refuge in every di- 
rection. To fire and pillage, the Dutch 
troops, it is stated, added Tape and as- 
sassination. 
Many elegant buildings 


are a mass of ruins, from the grape-shot, 
many trees shot down, and statues and 
ornaments shot to shivers. 
A provis- 


ional government was established on 
the night of the 27th, which was enga- 
ged in endeavoring to establish order, 
and fortifying the city against future at- 
tacks. These are our last accounts from 
Brussels. 


But our information does not stop 


here. 
The spirit of insurrection was 


spreading from Brussels down to the 
coast. The populace of Bruges, Os- 
tend and Ghent rose and hoisled the 
national colors. 
In the two former 


towns, the military 
submitted, and 


their officers fled, to prevent being sac- 
rificed to popular fury. 
In Ghent, the 


military succeeded in quelling the dis- 
order for a time ; but iheir interference 
had caused great sensation, and there 
is reason to fear that the next accounts 
will be of a deplorable and momentous 
kind. 


The King of Saxony has abdicated 


his throne in favor of his son, and the 
citizens of Dresden were called togeth- 
er, to deliberate on the claims to be sub 
milled to the government, and the re- 
dress of grievances to be demanded. 


DISTURBANCES IN BERLIN. 
There have been disturbances in Ber- 


lin, of a more serious character than the 
official G'.i/-e.ue of the Government was 
allowed to publish.

l >It was not merely an assemblage of

It will be a bloody one. 
It may 


be a long one, but the result will and 
must be eminently conducive to the 
great interests of civil and religious 
liberty. 
It will be the war of opinion 


foretold by Mr. Canning. 


Fiom the tenor of the Netherlands 


news it will be seen that the prospect of 
a pacific adjustment of the difficulties 
beiween the King of the Netherlands 
and his Belgian subjects is more re- 
mole than ever. 
The spirit of rebel- 


lion is active in most of the Belgian ci- 
ties, and the alleged infamous conduct 
of the Dutch soldiers at Brussels will 
give a darker and more determined 
character lo the war on the side of the 
Belgians. 
The reports of the enormi- 


ties by the army of tbePrinceof Ornnge 
are doubtless exaggerated for an obvi- 
ous purpose ; but there is credible evi- 
dence that they have some foundation 
in truth. 
It is said that a large number 


of English, who, reiving on the repre- 
sentations of their Ambassador. Lord 
Bagot, remained at Brussels, and were 
victims of the Dutch soldiery, have u- 
nited to address their complaints di- 
rectly to their governments, and de- 
nounce to it the most infamous viola- 
tion of ail the principles of the rights 
of nations and the laws of humanity. 


The Courier Francais anticipates 


that France, notwithstanding her de- 
sire to remain neutral, will be forced to 
take part in the great struggle of which 
u is feared that the fighting at Brussels 
is but the beginning. 
One Paris pa- 


per states that more than two thousand 
inhabitants of that city, working men, 
had already set out for Belgium 


The news from Spain gives addition- 


al evidences that that country will soon 
be the theatre of a sanguinary revolu- 
tion ; it does not appear that any great 
movement had yet occurred. 


Some of the accounts estimate the 


whole number of killed and wounded in 
ihe t u m u l t of Brussels at upwards of 
7000. They concur in representing 
the Dutch troops as guilty oflhe great- 
est excesses. 
Among other instances, 


it is stated that afier killing an English 
woman, they bore her infant on a bayo- 
net through their ranks.

During the session of Congress, when 


the Indian bill was under discussion, it 
was denied by Uiose who advocated the 
policy of Georgia, that/cm: would in a- 
ny way be employed, either by the Gen- 
eral or slate Governments. To express 
an honest opinion t h a t Georgia intend- 
ed lo drive the Cherokees off llieir 
lands, was considered a "gross libel'.on 
the stale, and indignantly spurned as 
such by her champions. 
The public 


bad a right to believe (although we 
did not) the- declarations openly made 
on the floor of Congress. 
But how 


stands the case ? 
It is said that the 


next legislature will survey the Chero- 
kee territory and dispose of it to the 
people of Georgia by lottery. 
This is 


the common t a l k we hear, and we have 
it partly confirmed by the editor of the 
Milledgeville Recorder. 
That coer- 


cive measures are intended to be em- 
ployed some time or other, we believe 
is evident from the tenor of bis lan- 
guage. 
We can tell those politicians 


who entertain so much re^rtrd for the 
Cherokees, and would fain drive them 
at ihe point of/he 
hn//onef 
in order to 


save them from ex/i>ic/to>i, that the last 
exitcmi/i/ will have lo come 1 Take our 
word for it, that it will come. 
The 


Cherokees are not going to run away, 
either at the bidding of Georgia or 
Genera! Jackson, or from the operation 
of the barbarous laws of the former, or 
by the insidious influence of the act of 
Congress. 
All these, ihe Recorder ac- 


knowledges, have already failed — that 
they would fail, we predicted a long- 
time ago — And we say now that open 
force alone will drive the Cherokees a- 
way, but we cannot say to where. 
If 


therefore the State of Georgia really in- 
tends to use force, she need not wait for 
the last extremity — let her go to work 


nOw — we can bear it as well now as at 
any other time. 
We are now well sea- 


soned to her oppressions— -we have free- 
ly d r u n k of her biuer cup. 


In making these remarks, we do by 


no means hold in contempt the power 
of the slate — she is powerful, and we 
weak. 
She can soon destroy us if she 


tykes us in hand. We are bound, howe- 
ver, lo tell the t r u i h — our readers will 
not, 
therefore, consider us out of the 


way of propriety when we merely tell 
them that if Georgia, in fends lo use force, 
w/ten jjerice'tbie men/is fin/, she will have to 
ilo il. We do not say what the Chero- 
kees will do — they have borne a great 
deal, and they may bear a great deal 
more.
